ife, and pay therefor five per cent interest, with the exee,». 
tion, that the 
interest requited o f the Banks on their 
promissory notes should hu equal to that tl»*y receive for 
the loan of Fitch notes. 
3f>. That every citizen who holds the broken promise ol 
a bank to pay, has all llie rights o f a creditor o»er a pn- 
rafe in lividnal, who bn* dishonored hi* note or draft; 
and thal it is a mockery o f justice and common sense, to 
admit 
the legality of tlv* decision o f the United States 
Suprem e Court, and that no State can pass a bankrupt 
law releasing the property of debtors from the demands of 
their creditors, because it impair* the olilffilltton of 
con­ 
tracts, and then for each S late to HUthonxe banks to break 
their promises to pity on demand to the holders of their 
notes, or to deprive the erediP r o f »• v e x itin g right he 
had to collect the promissory notes of the Banks, and to 
compel them to pay damages on their dishonored bills. 


40. T hat the 
stoppage of the banks in this season of 
peace and tranquility, with four tim es a« much apceie in 
the country as ever was in it 
before, is the killing ol the 
paper aystem by its own hand; and that ev< ry day*« del ty 
in the return o f R|»ecie payment goes to extinguish confi- 
denco in the w hole, to confound the solvent with the in­ 
solvent, to carry the evils of a paper currency home to the 
people, and to prepare them for the adopt ion of the system , 
which the wisdom of our ancestors provided for us in our 
own glorious constitution, viz: a hard money currency. 


41. Tlmt as the banks have voluntarily discredited their 
own circulation, it is the right and duty o f our citizens, 
whenever specie is required of them in payment of private 
debts, executions or judgm ents, tuxes or the revenue, for 
m aking te n ’rr, or the payment of money into court, to 
avail them aelvrsof the following provisions of law to pro­ 
cure it, v iz : 
“ That if the officer o f tiny 
bank thatl | 
refuse or delay payment, in gold 
or sib er money, of 
any note or bill o f such bank presented lor payment in 
their usual hours o f husi ess, the said bank shall he liable 
to pay the holders of sueli note or bill, as damage*, at 
the rate o f twenty-four per centum a year for ihc time 
during which such payment shall lie refused or delayed.” 
And as violence has been threatened against such as 
seek the above remedy, we recommend to the citizens to 
co-operate with each other, if need lie, for mutual aid in 
requiringjusticu justice from the banks in the prem ises. 


42- That the greatest im mediate clause-»- now t • l*e leas­ 
ed is, the expansion of irr> deeinable paper by the b a n k s to 
favored custom ers, and die decrease oi their specie; that 
every stock-bolder, though lie own but a eid ile sliaro ill a 
bank, is interested to the whole extent o f his private 
properly, in keeping down the issues o f that bank, and 
preventing the «tie or diminution of its specie; because, 
by the general bank law , every stockholder is liable, in 
his individual capacity, for.the redemption of all btlls 
rem aining unpaid upon the dissolution oi the Bank t h ,r- 
ter. 
43. That we recommend to the people, ail reasonable, 
just and proper forl em anc* towards the banks, in their 
present depressed condition; the result oi the system of 
banking itself, and not ofany radical want <¡1 integrity or ca­ 
pacity m bank d irect rs, who ought not to be singled out as 
object« o f popular odium— but tlmt at tbe same tim e, it is 
tin* duty ol the banks, through their officers, to treat their 
creditors, small or large, in tin'll a manner as justly i» en­ 
title the banks to the generous forbearance which the people 
have been and still are disposed to extend to them ; and 
that in the event of llie attempt of any bank, or class o! 
citizens, to deter bv threats or violence, the holdais of bibs 
or depo-ites from the exercise of ¡ill their legal fights in 
enforcing payment or demanding interest, we will stand by 
the rights of aucli individuals, and see them sustained b) 
ail lawful protection and encouragment.
